A Sumatran Adventure 

The steamer with Moodah on 
board sailed this morning from Pad- 
ang. How much we shall get for him 
we do riot yet know, but it should be 
something quite handsome. The 
Dutch agent of the Hamburg dealers 
in wild animals would not set the pi i< e 
till his firm had actually seen Moodah, 
and until it was known how he bore 

the voyage; but there is little doubt 

that the young rogue will bear ii well, 
lie is healthy and a tremendous eater. 
If he Cannot get what he wants, and 
that the Inst ana freshest food, too, 

he screams, trumpet! and raises I 

great disturbance. 

In fact, Moodah seems to real- 
ize that he is famous already, and en 

titled to veneration. The newspapers 

have contained notices of him, and for 
that reason an account of the manner 
in which he was (aught may piove in- 
teresiing. It has been a great event in 
our lives at I'agar-bang, for a culler 
plantation in Sumatra, when all is said 
is not a very cheerful place ol abode 
There are no schools, and no ihun 
and with the exception of three other 
white coffee planters, our neighbors 
all either Malays or laborers from 
the native tribe of Batta*. 

On the day Moodah was captured, 
Orin Udalius, whose brother Great 
hope [Jdalius owns the coffee 

plantation adjoining my father's, had 

asked me to go out to shoot horse 
deer with him: and we had two Malay 
boys, named C.esa and Noli [Vein, to 
help fetch home the deer, if we shot 
one. 

Noli, who is a half-cattle Batta, 
owi tail ape called Sut, which 

in has trained to climb trees for cocoa- 
nuts and custard-apples, On such 
dips in the forest Noli usually take-. 
Sut with him. but he is obliged to 
have a long line tied to I < ollar about 
his neck, for there are bands of wild 
apes of his kind to which Sut would 
desert ii they called to him

I cried, with 

more zeal than prudence.

Gesa and Noli were crying out 
first in Malay, then in Batta; and 
Sut, left to himself, leaped about us 
in a frenzy of excitement, chattering 
and shrieking. We rolled and tum- 
bled tor certainly a hundred feet, wal- 
lowing down the high grass and 
Smearing ourselves with muck. 

Small as the elephant had looked 
he was yet quite heavy.

I fired in reply, and an- 
other shot answered mine. 

I knew now that help was on the 
Way, and in half an hour I saw 
lanterns glimmering in the swamp.

me. With him came Cieathopes 
Udalius and four Batta laborers from 
the plantation. Mv father had gone 
awav, but they bad brought the 
saddle horse. 

It was "tiger weather," as the 
natives sa\ , the night being unusu- 
ally daik. and we were unable really 
to secure and pack the" \ oung ele- 
phants on the horse's back until 
daylight, lie was then transported 
to the plantations without much 

difficulty, although he trumpeted 

and screamed most of the wa\ . 

Orin and Noli passed the night in a 
tree, but found their way home in 
the morning. 

Naturally our capture made B 
great sensation throughout Sumatra, 
and many natr me to see 

Moodah as we call a young white 
elephant. There is no doubt' that he 
is a true albino of the kind so great 
ly prized and venerated in Farther 
India, and his age is placed by experts 
at twelve months.
